The  County  Laboratory  examined  20  samples  of  Sputum  of  which  four  were 
positive. 


As  again  Medical  Officers'  Reports  are  to  be  kept  as  short  as 
possible,  it  fortunately  happens  that  1941  presents  no  features  requiring 
elaborate  comment 0 

The  fore-going  Tables  show  satisfactory  Vital  Statistics. 

I wish  to  call  attention  to  the  following  points: - 

1.  The  Death  rate  was  only  two-thirds  of  that  of  the  country  as  a whole. 

2,  Tho  Infantile  Mortality  rate  was  little  over  one-third  of  that  of 
the  country  as  a whole. 

3.  No  woman  died  of  puerperal  fever  or  of  anything  else  connected  with 
child-bearing. 

4.  There  were  only  two  deaths  from  tuberculosis  - neithor  of  these 
cases  were  children, 

5,  There  were  no  deaths  from  typhoid,  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  measles 
or  whooping  cough, 

6,  The  number  of  doaths  from  cancor  was  high,  but  as  cancer  is  chiefly 

a disease  of  elderly  people,  we  are  certain  to  have  a proportionately 
largo  number  of  cases  as  long  -e  55$  of  our  population  live  to  be  over 
65  years  of  age  - which  I am  pleased  to  say  they  do. 
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7,  Thoro  wore  two  oases  of  para-typhoid  fevor  both  of  which 
recovered.  The  source  of  the  infection  could  not  be  traced. 

One  source,  suggested  as  a possibility  by  an  official  of  the 
Ministry,  could  be  definitely  Puled  out. 

8,  Owing  to  recent  advances  in  other  methods  of  treating  lobar- 
pneumonia,  it  is  no  longer  considered/ to  maintain  supplies  of  /necessary 
anti-pneumoccic  serum  for  uso  by  medical  practitioners, 

9,  One  death  in  every  nine  was  due  to  suicide  or  accident. 

10,  The  number  of  children  immunized  against  diphtheria  is  now  911,
